‘Covery that the Greenback programme is 


equally ruinous and absurd, or were the re- 
sult of adetermination to subordinate the 
financial issue to issues of a widely different 
character. Unfortunately this way out of 


‘a difficulty is not so broadly open that the 


Republican Party can march through it 
with the consciousness of an untarnished 
reputation. In Congress, undoubtedly, the 
Republican record is by comparison pure. 
It is blurred and blotted with concessions to 
the silver craze, and with an avoidance of 
matters essential to the permanence of 
resumption. But it has upheld the public 
credit, has resisted Greenback demands, 
has restrained the efforts of the remone- 
tizers, and, generally, has held out hope of 
deliverance from the dangers that beset 
the future of finance in this country. More- 
over, in Ohio and Iowa, it applauds resump- 
tion and declares that it shall go on undis- 
turbed. An eagerness to catch votes, and 
especially to counteract the Democratic 
effort to. acquire Greenback support, 
has led to declarations and alliances 
totally inconsistent with sound policy. 
No less a personage than the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury has labored 
to attract Greenback votes, not by appeal- 
ing to the intelligence of the voters, but by 
explaining that resumption, instead of lead- 
ing the country up to the rock of safety, is 
earrying it down to the quicksands of infla- 
tion. The fact is not stated regretfully, or 
in order to prove the necessity of remedial 
legislation, It is presented as something 
to be proud of,—as something that should 
secure for the Republican Party the grate- 
ful votes of the entire body of Green- 
backers. The Secretary’s exaltation of the 
greenback as a perpetual currency, is a 
scarcely less mischievous concession, 
at the price of principle, As Mr.’ 
Smemman did so did others. And 
Towa Republicans followed the example of 
Republicans in Ohio. The ‘absorption by 
the party of Greenback votes, in both States, 
was the natural result. Disguise the effect 
as we may, there can be no doubt as to its 
nature. Some at leastof the Greenback- 
ers who are nowin the Republican Party 
came there under the belief that they best 
serve their financial plans. The party wel- 
comes an element that will be felt injuri- 
ously in its counsels. 

Even where the process of absorption is 
not precipitated, as in Ohio, by the direct 
action of Republican leaders, there is an 
ominous shrinking from the advocacy of 
principles whose application alone can ren- 
der resumption a reality and the future of 
finance absolutely safe. Every speaker 
boasts of resumption: how many show that 


a resumption which produces inflation to 
the extent of the notes supposed to be re- 
deemed, cannot last, and in the interim 
fosters wild speculation? Every one de- 
nounces unlimited silver: how many dwell 
on the tendency of the present Silver law to 


produce the very difficulties which unlimited 
eoinage would -hasten? The reticence is 
said to be expedient: is it honest? Does 
true wisdom ever require the suppression of 
principle as a means of attracting votes?

Itis notice- 
able that in 1876 Mr. Tipen carried 
Kings County by 18,492 majority, while 
Mr. Roprinson received only 15,845, a dif- 
ference of 2,647 votes, which was made by 
the direct transfer of over 1,200 votes to 
Mr. More@an, the Republican candidate for 
Governor that year. Whether Mr. Rosin- 
SON will show a like comparative, weakness 
this year remains to be seen. There is no 
doubt that the Democratic managers will 
exert themselves to the utmost to give the 
Democratic nominee the largest possible 
majority; as they are diréctly responsible 
for his being named. It should not be for- 
gotten that precisely the same men are at 
the head of the Demoeratic machine now 
who controlled it throughout the worst 
of the corrupt Tweed régime in the 
State Government, and who were in power 
when the shameful frauds were perpetrated 
upon the ballot-box in 1868.

ISERNIA’S SAINT: 

Isernia is a picturesque, out-of-the-way 
little mountain town in South Italy. Its in- 
habitants are strongly conservative in their 
views, and have always maintained the right 
and duty of brigandage with steadfast zeal. 
In fact, so conservative is Isernia that it 
clung to the Bourbon cause long after King 
Francois Il. had been driven out of Naples, 
and the Isernians pride themselves to this 
day on having defeated a column of Gari- 
baldians led by Mario and NuLuo, and sent 
by the Dictator to diffuse the blessings of 
civil and religious liberty with the bayonet. 

A great many years ago Isernia chose a 
patron saint. An aimbitious Italian town 
usually selects a prominent saint for its 


Tang thereby making a grave mistake. 


Even the ablest saint, if he has a dozen or’ 
fifteen towns to look after, cannot give them 
that close attention which each one needs. 
It is far bette~ for a town to have the ex- 
clusive attention of a good but little-known 
saint than to put itself in charge of a more 
famous one who already has his hands fall, 
with other towns. Such was the excellent 
reasoning of the people of Isernia. They 
forbore: to trouble St. Awronto or St. 
JosEPH, but they picked out St- NicanpRo, 
a quiet, unostentatious saint, of whom few 


people had ever heard, and they elected him 


to the offiee of patron of Isernia. 
The event proved their wisdom. St. 


Nicanpro, from the very beginning, gave 
universal satisfaction. There was nothing 


gaudy or sensational about him. He just 
wenton in the regular line of his duty, giv- 
ing his undivided attention to Isernia, and 
never neglecting his clients in any cirqum- 
stances whatever. Naturally, the Isernians 
became very proud of him, and were always 
ready to back him against any other saint, 
no matter who he might be. They even 
drew comparisons’ between St. NrcanpRo 
and St. Jawcarros which were not at all 
flattering to the latter. The Isernian 
would. often say to the Neapolitan: ‘* St. 
Janvakius is no doubt a first-class saint, 
buteither a city of 600,000 people is too 
large for him, or else he neglects his busi- 
ness. There must be something wrong 
about a saint who lets the cholera. into his 
city. Now, we never have the cholera in 
Isernia, and if you Neapolitans had a saint 
like St. NicanpRo you might consider your- 
selves fortunate.”

It is hardly necessary to say that the Iser- 
nians were to the last degree indignant. 
Even the mobbing of an innocent priest, 
whom they mistook for the guilty one, and 
Yccordingly loaded with opprobrium and 
dead cats, gave no permanent relief to their 
troubled spirits. It is said that they have 
lost all neart for their ordinary occupations. 
Silent are the bereaved hand-organs of Iser- 
nia, and the maccarom: hangs uneaten by 
the road-side. Howto get back the miss- 
ing St. Nicawpro no one can tell. The 
Mayor has suggested that some other saint 
should be implored to find St. NicanpRo 
and bring him back, but, as the new priest 
pointed out, this scheme of settings saint 
to catch a saint might not be favorably 
viewed by either of the two saints in question. 
Meanwhile, the weather grows constantly 
worse, the crops continue scanty—only two 
rich travelers having come within robbiig 
distance of the town since last July—and 
there is a géuera) feoling that Isernia is 
tuined unless St. Nicanpro can be found 
and reinstalled as its patron. 

Not-only has the loss of its patron saint 
been an incaleulable injury to Isernia, but 
the incident has cast a gloom over all 
Southern Italy and treated a feeling of in- 
security as to saints which is very painful. 
Itis possible that the purchaser of St. Nrcan- 
DRO was the emissary of a rival community 
anxious to secure the monopoly of so suc- 
cessful a saint, but the probabilities indi- 
cate that he was a saint-collector or osso- 
maniac—a mad, heretical Englishman, who 
roams from town to town buying up meri- 
tqrious saints in order to put them in his 
private museum. What this miserable man 
has done in Isernia he may do in a score of 
other towns. Ten thousand francs for s 
single saint is a high price—much higher, in 
fact, than the ruling market rate of saints. 
The parish priests of Italy are, as a rule, 
extremely honest, simple-minded good men, 
but among them there can, of course, be 
found those who will yield to the temptation 
to sella saint against whom they may have 
good reason to. complain for a large sum in 
eash. There are probably few towns in 
Southern Italy at the present moment whose 
people do not dread lest this saint-collector 
should come and secretly take away their 
saint,.and unless something is done—say 
the discovery and shooting of the saint-col- 
leetor—to produce a feeling of security in 
saints, the demorsalization and disorganiza- 
tion of South Italian society will proceed at 
a rapid rate.

The eldest, MomAMMED Aut, fell in battle in 1865, 
while ABDALLAH JAX, the helr-apparent and special 
favorite of Suzne Ant died in August, 1878. 


4voon Khan, the full brother of Yaxoos, has al- 
ways been a kind of satellite of the latter, takiag 


so by his powerful patron. When Yaxkoos, sus- 
pested of complicity in the rebellions of ABD’ UL 


RawMAN and MonaMMED Isa Khan, fled from his 
father's Court, in 1870, he was accompanied by 
Ayoos. The brothers raised the standard of revolt 
in May, 1871, at Herat, where they maintained 
themselves till reconciled to their father by the me- 
diation of England. Avyoos has since resided chiefly 
at Herat, where he now is, but Yakoos, having re- 
turned to Kabul, was convicted in 1874 of intriguing 
against his father's intended elevation of ABDALLAH 
Jan to.the throne.

GARY BROWN’S HORRIBLE DEATH. 
HER HUSBAND FOUND GUILTY OF MAK- 
SLAUGHTER IN THE THIRD DEGREE. 

A paper-stainer named Thomas Brown, liv- 
ing in the tenement-house No. 245 Weat. Fifty- 
ninth-street, was placed on trial for murder in the 
second degree, before City Judge Cowing, in the 
General Sessions Court, yesterday. Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Bell conducted the prosecution, and 
the prisoner was defended by Mr, Alfred Steckler. 
On the afternoon of June 29, Mary Brown, the wife 
of the prisoner, was discharged from Bellevue Hos- 
pital, and the oecasion was celebrated by a drunken 
earousal in the apartments of her sister, Mary 
Oroker, at No, 212 William-street. Thomas Croker, 
the brother of Mary Brown,-with two companions, 
named Howard Lee and Frank Livingston, were in- 
vited to take part in the festivities, and the party 
indulged in beerdrinking, dancing, and singin 
During theevening Brown quarreled with -his. wife 
and swore he: would kill her, As they 
were about to leave for home the quarrel 
was. renewed, and Mrs, Brown taunted her 
husband about his mother’s personal appearanee. 
'Phis en Brown, who seized a lighted kerosene 
lamp, and threw it at her, exclaiming, ‘'l promised 
to kill-you, and I will.”. The lamp struck the unfor- 
taunate woman in the forehead, and was shattered in 
Pp The blazing oil ignited her clothing, and in 
an instant she was in flames.

THE COURT ASKED TO APPOINT APPRAISERS
